St. Louis Had Biggest Day 


in Her History. 


The Weather Was Ideal and a Large 


Crowd Attended-the Inaugural 


Ceremonies. 


St. Louis, April 30.—The day was 


fair and the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position opened at 9 o'clock without 
a break to mar the occasion. Just at 
iioon, President Roosevelt at Wash- 
ington touched the golden key, which 
•set all in motion. Flags broke out on 
all the buildings, the machinery bc- 
j/an to move, water rushed from 
the 


Grand Cascades, the Colonade 
of 


States became a mass of light, and a 
thousand fountains began to play, to 
the delight of 150,000 people, who en- 
tered the turnstiles. On the platform 
where the main exercises took place 
there were a dozen governors of differ- 
ent states, foreign dignitaries, Presi- 
dent Francis, Secretary Taft and oth- 
ers'. 
Rev. Frank Gunsaulus of Clii- 


rago, delivered the invocation. Speech- 
es were made by President Francis, 
Mayor Wells, of St Louis, Secretary 
Taft, Representatives James Tawnry, 
and JEdward Harriinan, President of 
the New York State 
commission. 


Aftcjr the formal exercises, the crowd 
dispersed to enjoy the exhibits,

So recent is the invention of the 


successful steam turbine that no expo- 
sition has before offered an opportunity 
for its public display. 


At the World's Fair jr. St. Louis we 


shall see, not one, but three, types of 


tion of the ' tremendous velocity of 
steam as it escapes from the boiler. It 
is all so easy to see now since some 
keener vision has discovered it that'we 
must all, mechanics or what not, feel 
half ashamed of ourselves for not doing 
the trick when our tiny lives flowed in 
the blood of our ancestors. 


When steam is released under pres- 


sure of 150 pounds to the square inch 
in the ordinary atmosphere it has a ve- 
locity of nearly 3,000 feet— almost three- 
fifths of a mile — per second. Projectiles 
from big cannon or Mauser rifles do 
not travel so fast. When steam under 
the same pressure is released into vac- 
cuum the velocity is over 4.000 feet per 
second. Here was the basic idea. To 
release live steam at such tremendous 
velocity against revolving parts of 
small diameter would now seem the 
height of folly, but inventors for near- 
ly a. hundred years haven't thought so. 
Waste of energy and inefficiency could 
be the only result How easy to see it 


w '. 
Three inventors share the honor of 


making a successful steam turbine. 
They are entitled to a place in a list of 
honored names— Carl de Laval of Swe- 
den, 
the Hon. Charles Algernon Par- 


sons of England. C. G. Curtis of Xew 
York. Three countries share the dis- 
tinction. and it is better thus, for this is 
no narrow world. 


In th" De Laval turbine the steam is 


discharged from the boiler through an 
expanding nozzle upon a set of vanes 
upon a single wheel- Good efficiency is 
secured, but the rotation Of the wheel 
is so swift that its velocity is reduced 
ten to one before it is applicable to 
power uses- This is done by means of 


These disks alternate with fixed disks 
attached to the inner surface of the 
cylinder in which the parts revolve. 
The steam is admitted through a se- 
ries of expanding nozzles around the 
entire circumference of the revolving 
disks. 


The entire outer edge of each disk 


is made up of concave blades or pad- 
dles. The steam is admitted obliquely 
in the direction which the disks are in- 
tended to turn. Th»- force of the steam 
at its tremendous velocity thus strikes 
the blades throughout the circumfer- 
ence of the wheel. Resistance throws 
the steam from the first set of concave- 
blades back again.st the second set of 
reversed
